T Hele things notwithſtanding Overbury grows in favour ſtill, 

and the Cormcell finding bis diligence and ſufficiency in his. place, 
nominates himas a fit man to bee Ambaſſadir into the Low Courr- 
tries to the Archduke, making that a means to draw him up to 
greater preferments. This comes to Overburies eare, who know- 
ing the Earle of Northampton to bee his ntter Enemy, and grow-

"thing they deſired, but yet not madeacquainted with this deter- 
mination, nevertheleſſe iz feeds them with hope to execute their 
-purpoles with better proſperity, for the Lieutenant beingtheir 
triend, and eſton ( a man that had gotten the art Oipoming) 
. entertained for the ſame purpoſe, and with a reſolute mind, 
ready to effeft it, made them neither ſaſpe& nor doubt any 
thing, any how they might get him to the Tower, and for 
this purpoſe it is thought that Rocheſter having the Kings 
eare, ſhall beea means to poſleſſe the King with ſome miſde 
meaners that hee had committed, that thereby the King being 
incenſt againſt him, and the refuſall of the Ambaſſage, making

Hinbaſſage, he ariſiyered that Hee acknowledged hitnlelfe 
much bound to his Myjeftyfor many favours that hee had be- 
ſtowed upon him, as'to preferre him to ſo great an'horvr; bar 
yer nevertheleſſe knowinghimſelfe ro beeunworthy of fuch a 
place, nnegperienced how to execute it , and 'befides tied to 
many domeſtique buſthefſes;defired'to be excuſed; this ſeeming 
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Comerhing fron: and. barſb, that he {toyld wichſtand hjs own

it tothe King. The King fignedit,at length it came to my Lord 
Chancellors hands, he peruſes it,and refuſes to let it paſte hr fb, 
my Lord asks the reaſon,anſwer was made, ehat hee could not 
i»uſtifie the doing it,becauſe he ſhould incurrea Prenumire as well as 
himſelf. This ftruck Somerſet to the heart, FT now hee was in 
gromeee doubt then ever he was before, for ftill hee is ſtung with 
to bee touched wich Overbury's Death , and ſo very pen< 
fively retires te Whiteball,and thus remains.

now he begins to grow every day more eminent Ts other, 
greater honors are beſtowed upon him, as the dignity to bee 
Knight ofthe Garter, and Maſter of the Horſe , places not com- 
mon to every poems and ſo much the more remarkable, be- 
cauſe they are beftowed upon him being young in years, his wiſ- 
dome is commended of the wiſef?,and his expedations greater then 
many that went before him. 

This ſtung Sommerſet to the heart, to ſee another ſtep in his 
pore and he now more fears his ſubverſion and downfall, where- 

re he goes about to circumyent danger, andfor this purpoſe 


; ſends into France to make away the Apothecary that adminiſtred the 


Phyfick that killed Overbury; endeavouredto get in all Letters and 
Writings that had paſt concerning that bulineſſe, and diſgracing 
and diſcountenancing all ſuch as at any time once ſpake of the 
Death of Overbury,to the intent that it might beconcealed ; But 
what God wil have diſcloſed.ſhall never be concealed. Meſſengers are ſent 
from place to place , he beinga Trl Counſelbr and is favour his 

warrant 
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warrant patſles currant,ſo that in all places Trunkes,Cheftr, Boxer, 
Studies, and ſuch like houſes wherein he ſuſpefted any Letters 
or other matters that appertained to that miſchief lay hid,were 
broken open, and ſearched, to the intent that they might bring 
ſuch writings to my Lord; nevertheleſſe many ( and more then 
he dreamt on:) of thoſe Letters came to my Lord of Canterbury's 
hand, and my Lord Coker ,. ſo that thoſe conrſes make him ra- 
ther more ſuſpeCted,then any whit at all eaſes his grief. 

At home in his Office he uſediextraordmary covetou fuſe and pgr- 
ſimony, he thereby heaped up to himſelf great ſtore of money, and' 
would not undertake any enterpriſe, without he was well rewar- 
ded for his pains, andevery new occaſion and occurrence that 
came to his hands brought him alſo a fleece of money, Offices in 
Court that lay in his git he beſtowed not withont may: the Kings. - 
Letters were not purchaſed without money, no pardon obtained ove 
out meney, ſo that he was as great a Bribe-taker, as his mother the 
Counteſſe of Suff.and many rumors and hard reports were ſpread 
an him for the ſame;yet nevertheleſs he ſtilcontinned his favor 
in def}ight (as a man might. x) of his oppoſites, even unto the 
grcateſt dignity,which cauſed him to be as proud as copetous, and 
to commit as-many Infolencies as he ſad received ſweet bribes; he 
thought itno matter to lean on the Kinys Cuſhion, in publique, to 
check.ſome ofthe Nobility, and amongſt the reſt to make a flat 
breach with my Lord of Canterbury, a grave and reverend Gentleman, 
one of the Vilkers of this Kingdome, and that could diſcernethe 
follies of that yurmg men: thus admiring of his owne worth hee 
works his own ſubverſion,and by theſe inſolencies plucking 
moreevills upon his own head,and daily adding more enemies

In as. much as we firmly beleeve, that the Scripture doth di- 
rely or by conſequence contain in-it ſufficient matter to de- 
cide all controverties, <ſpectally-in things appertaining to 
the Church, as that Marriage among Chriftians can bee no lefle 
accounted then a ſacred thing, as being inftituted by God him- 
ſelfe in Paradiſe, honored by the preſence of our Saviour him- 
ſelf, declaredby St.Paulto be a fign of the ſpirituall conjun&i- 
on between Chriſt and the Church; | 

I would be glad to know, and by what text of Scripture, ei» 
ther by the Old or New Teſtament, a man may have awarrant, 
to make a Nullity of a Marciage folemnly celebrated,Propter mas 
leficium verſus banc. | 

Which I doe the rather aske , becauſe I find warrant ex» 
prellely in the Scriptures to makea Nullity of a Marriage prope 
te frigiditatem, by the words of our Sayiour,Mat, 19. 12. For there 
be ſome chaſte, or Eunuches, which are ſo borne of their mothers belly, 
aud there bee ſome which are made chaſte of men, and there bee 

ſome which have made themſelves chafte for the Kingdome of Hea» 
ven.

The Kings Anſwer. 


To thefirſt Article, that the Scripture doth di rectly or by 
conſeqnence contain ſufficient matter to decide all controver- 
fies, eſpecially in this appertaining to the Church : This in 
mine opinion is prepoſterous,and one ofthePuritans arguments, 
without a better diſtin&ion or explanation. 

For the orthodox propoſition is, That the Scripture doth 
dire&ly or by conſequence contain in it ſuffictent matter to de- 
cide all controverhfees in points of Faith and Salvation,of which 
ſort a Nullity of Marriage cannot bee accounted for one ; aud 
therefore your conſequence upon the former propoſition muſt 
taile. 

For farther ſatisfa&ion of your following queſtion (1 fay) 
your 2.queſtion doth anſwer it,ifthere be warrant in Scripture 
tor pronouncing a Nullity Propter frigiditatem, then all the means 
which may make him frigidus verſws hane, muſt be comprehended 
therein;for why doth our Church juſtly condemn the marriage 
ofa man with hs ſiſters ts” wo the marriage of two fiſters, 
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but. ut paritate rations, tor none of them are in terminis prohibi- 
ted by the Scripture, onely theTonclafion is gathered a paritate 
rationis: for if it be-not Jawfall to marry the Fathers wite , be- 
cauſe thereby you diſcover your Fathers ſhame; nor his Siſter, 
becauſe ſhee is his Kinſwoman;z noryour own Siſter , becauſe 
thereby you diſcover your Fathers and your Mothers [bame : ic 
can no morebe lawfull to marry your Siſters daughter , for 
thereby alſo you diſcover yuur owne ſhame; as alſo the ſame 
reaſon ſerves for aſcending, or deſcending in points of conſar- 
guinity: quia par eſt ratio. 

The like is in this caſe; foralthough Chriſt ſpake onely of 
three ſorts of Eunuches, yet Ratio eft quia nom poteſt eſſe copulatio 
inter Eunuchum, & Mulierem; and therefore St. Paul, 1 Cor. 7.tel- 
leth us clecrly, that it is not Conjuginm fine Gepulatione : Icon- 
clude therefore, a paritate rationis, that Chriſt did comprehend 
under theſethree ſorts all inability-which doth perpetually 
hinder Cepulationem verſus hanc : whether it be naturall or acci- 
dentall; for what difterence is there, between cutting off the 
hand, and being made irnpotent thereof; Amputatio & Mutulatis 
membii, isall one in the Civill Law ; and that is a like defrau- 
ding of the woman, when either he who isto be her husband is 
gelded; or when the uſe of that member towards her is by an 
unlawfull means taken from him; neither is it any way Haw 4 
nll co cravethie particular warrant of Scripture for a Nullity, 
no more then of warrant.in this place'for any Nullity at all;for 
Chriſt doth not dire@&ly ſay,that a Marriage ſo marryed fhall be 
nullyfed, neither Fe he teach us what:forme or procelle ſhall 
be uſed in that, neither makes he mention of the triermiallproba- 
tic, no more then hee forbiddech Marriage within the fourth 
dcgree without leave obtained ofthe Biſhop ofthe Dioceſle : Ic 
is then ſufftcient to all moderate Chriftians to be taught out of 
the Word of God, that Marriage is nulla fine copulatione, and 
theſe, words. quos Dew conjunxit, are never found in Scripture, 
—_— et erunt eis doth Rot-proceed, viz. they two'ſball bee one 

But whether the impediment bee univerſall, or verſus hanc 
onely; or whether the fault thereof hath been borne with him, 
or doneto him by violence, or fallen unto.him by. diſeafe , or 
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diſproportion or inaptitude betwixt the parties, -or unnatu- 
rall practiſes, that is eyer par ratio , hee is Eunuch verſis hanc & 
ones alias, ſeeing to him only was ſhe marryed. 

Then Paritate rationis, ſuch Nullities are grounded upon the 

aforeſaid warrant of Scripture, neicher had Chriſt any occa{ion 
to ſpeak of the Fews marriage concerning Mzlefteinm verſus hanc, 
for though it be apparent, that God made King AZimelech and 
his Servants unable to abuſe Sarah, Abrahims wite, and ſo was 
he made by God himſelf Emmchus verſus hanc,and that be not im- 
probable, that the Devill being Gods Ape, thould imitate G;ds 
works, by his filthy Witchcraft, by making ſuch as Cod will 
permit hin, unable verſas hane; howbeitzit is very probable, 
that it was long after that time,the Devil! put that drick upon 
the earth. | 

As for the third and fourth queſtions, what mention the Fa- 
thersand Councells doe make of Mzleficium verſus bane; anſwer, 
that it may be (ifthey were well ſearched ) that either ſome- 
thing tothis purpoſein them; or at the leaſt Aliquid analogum, 
with a paritate rationis, or by conſequence may ſerve to decide 
the queſtion. 

But leaving this to ſearch, my mean anſwer is, that wemuſt 
diftinguith oft-times; for in all the firſt ages,as long as perſecu- 
on lay heavy upon the Church, and before the Empire Chrifti» 
an, the Church did not meddle with any thing, which drew a 
conſequence after it of poſſeſſions, or inheritance, as Mariage 
doth; nay, cyen divers hundred years after the Converſion of 
the Emperors, the Judgment and Decilion ofall ſuch queſtions 
did {till remain in foro Cvil: , till the Popedome began to wax 

t, andafſſume, or rather uſurp to her ſelf, a ſupream and 
independent Fudicatory in all Eccleftafticall cauſes; and therefore 
the Fathers and Councells had no occaſion to make mention of 
that which was not de preforiat that time. 

And befides,thart is an evil argument to ſay ſuch a thing is not 
lawfull, becauſe thc Fathers and Councells made +0 mention of 
it, for you know much better then I, divers and many points 
betwixt the Papiſts and us, are never mentioned by the Fathers, 
becauſe they could never have dreamed, that ſuch queſtions 
wouldariſe , and therefore are the - athers exact only in ſuch 
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queſtions;as were agitated.upon the State at that time, as, De 

Trinitate, de duabus in Chriſto Naturis,and ſuch like, and therefore 
ſufficient that there can bee nothing found which may juſtly bee 
underſtood to contradit this opinion.. 

And it is very probable ( as1 ſaid before ) that this trick of 
Maleficinm/had not then been put in vt ge intheworld, and 
therefore not known- or mentioned. by them ; for why may 
not: the Devill as well find out new tricks. of Witchcraft 

( when God yill permit him ) as hee did daily new ſe&; 
of herefies, for his malice can never end untill the end of 
times ? I 
To the 5. Argument my former anſwer doth alſo ſerve, for 
till the 400 year after Chriſt, it may bee, that devilliſh trick 
came never to be diſcovered ; you ls the old proverb: ex - 
malis mribus bone leges, and it is not unlikely, that. the tine of 
darkneſffe, gave the Devill occaſion to devifte -fuch new tricks 
(Look my DemunologieJand yetwas that-law for which you cite 
Hircanus by Charjes the Great, who in-many great-points (as you 
know ) had ſo greatlight, as I doe ſcarce term this time a time 
of blindnefſe, but howſoever the darkneſſe was-in points of 
Superſtitions Fwill ſtill maintain (as I haveever done ) thar 
for matters of Order and Policy all the world ſhall never bee 
able to find outany ſo good, and ſo old an Order of Argument 
to beput in the place of it, in figne whereof-chere is no well 
governed Common-wealth in the Chriſtian :world , wherein 
thecommon law is not received to judy in queſtions of that na- 
ture; and it is certain, that this queſtion now in hand,is only 
a queſtion.of Order and Policy;for the ground of this queſtion, 
that the eſſenciall point of Mztrimamy cannot. be accompliſhed fine 
_ is warranted by expreile Scripture, and confeſſed by your 
ſclfe. 

To your 6. Argument{(or rather hope) 1 fear that Hope ſhall 
Prove contrary to Faith ; foras ſure as God is, there be Devill, 
and ſome Devills muſt have ſome power, and their power.is in 
this world, neither are the Ele exempted from this powers ob 
was not, Paul was not; Chriſt ſaid toall his Diſciples , Cribaverit 
vos Sathanas; and if the Devill hath any power it is over the fleſh, 
rather oyer the filthieftand moſt finfull part thereof,whereunto 
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origina'l fin is ſoldred;as God before and under the Law to ſhew 
officialem,ot purging tans originall ſin, ordained the pr eputium 
of the foreskin , and to exempt this of our profeſſion from the 
power of Witchcraft, isa paradox never yet maintained by any 
learned or wiſe man, | 

That the Devills power isnot-ſo univerſalFagainſtus, thatT 
freely confefle, bur that it is utterly reſtrained quoad n5,how was 
then a Miniſter of Genevab.bewitclied to death, and were the 
Witches daily puniſhed by our law , if they can harme none 
on we Papiſts; weeare too charitable for aveuging of them 
onely. ; | 

Sathan is permitted to puniſh man as wel for his breach of the: 
ſecond as of the firſt table, and thereofare wee.no leſle g tilty 
then the Papiſts are, and if the power -of- Witctrcrafe may 
reach to our lite, much more to a member, not ſo goyerned: 
by the fancy, wherein the Devill hath his principall' opera- 
tion; and he may ſo cſtirange the husbands affe&ion towards the 
wife , as. hee cannot bee. able to performe that duty to her, 
for thatis a coamon thing in -many mens natures, that they 
cannot doe that thing,but where they love,nor fight but where 
they areangry; God keep us therefore from putting the triall 
of our profeſſion upon miracles;let the Miracte-mongers live by 
their own trade. ; | 

To the 7. Argument touchingremedies, what doe you know, 
whether both parties, or either ofthem hath uſed theſe:means 
of remedy or not? and that ſpeciall remedy ſhon]d be uſed pub- 
likely, for there can ſeeno neceſſity,for Nu intereſt Reipub. nec 
Eeccleſ. and private perſons are commanded to their taſtings 
and almes ſecretly and in private,no ſuch cure alfo is likely to 
ſucceed well;except-the parties own hearts and deſires bee ſet 
thereupon. \ 

And as for your concluſion: ufon- your Incomnodum, whe- 
ther upon his-perſon or the example, I can ſee none in ei- 
ther, ſoas to the couple, between them Marriage was ne- 
ver accompliſhed ions © » they will peradvendure both* of 
them by the Declaration of the Nullity bee- capable to ac- 
compliſh Marriage with others, which they could never doe- 
bet ween themſclves, wherein they may have the — 
N 3 ot. 
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' of their hearts, andenjoy the bleſſing of procreation. of chil- 
dren. 
And asfor the example, the law ſhall be falflled with due 


adminiſtration of Juſtice, which cannot prove for an example 
or preſident of a counterfeit nullity hereafter, Authoritas fatti, 
or rather non fadt , ſed luceclarior in this caſe , beſides the many 
probations and conteffions of the parties which have been taken 
in this proceſſe; whereas by the contrary, they ſhall be forci. 
bly kept together, but never their perſons or affeftions, and 
they ſtil! be forced to live in perpetuall ſcandal], or miſery,or 
both, and what ſuch a kind of forced continency may -availe 
the Monkes continency may teach us,and for a preſident in time 
to come,that reacheth no further, then to open away of lawiu! 
relief, toany perſon who ſhall chance to bee diſtreſſed in that 
ſort. | 

And for Legall Doubts they concern none of their calling, if 
your conſcience be reſolved in points of Divinity , that is your 
part to give your conſent to the Nullity, and let the Lawyers 
take theburthen of making that firmall; andas for the Tri- 
enniall probation, I hope no man can be ſo blind, asto make a 
doubt, whether that be taken before or after the ſait begun ; 
and in concluſion of Divine-ſolution of this queſtion proved 
cleerly, that this reſolution of this doubt, howſoever it 
was in blindnefſe as you thinke, that is now proved in the 
greateſt time of light and purity of the profeſſion of the 
Goſpell. . 

And for your extra upon the late Divines opinions, upon 
this queſtion, I cannot guelle what your intent was in ſending 
them to mee, for they all agree in terms with mine opinion, 
but there is ſuch athing as Meleficium, & Maleficiale verſus hanc; 


and your yery interlude paſſages prove that cleareſt, and for 


that advice concerning the remedies, that is but Confilium non 
decretum,not impoſing a neceſlity,but is to be uſed by diſcretion, 
as occaſion ſhall prove and require it. 

To conclude then,it this may ſatisfe your donbts,] will end 
with our Saviours words to St. Peter,Cum converſus fueris,confirma 
Fratres tuor;for on my conſcience, all the doubts I have yet ſeen, 

arc nothing but Nodes in ſcirps querere. kl

Secondly, to aggravate the manner and quality of the Mur- 
ther, inſhewing the baſenefle of Poiſoning, above all other 
kinds of Murther, declaring the vengeance of Ged,and his juſt- 
neſs in puniſhing the offenders, he alſedged 9 Gen. 6. Duicun- 
cue efſuderit humanum' ſanguinem effundetur ſanguis illius, ad imaginem 
Dei quippe fatius eſt homo: He alſo took the example of Uriah by 
Davidzhe therein obſerved how Adultery is moſt often the þe- 
getter of that ſinne. | 
Then hedeclared, that of all Felonies Murther is the moſt 
- horrible, ofall Murghers Poyſoning the moſt detcſtable, and of 
.all Poyſoning-the Lingering Poyſoning. 
He 
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Heeſhewed how that by an At of Parliament 22 H.$. cap. 9. 
3t was made Treaſon , and that wiltall poiſoners ſhould bee 
boiled to death, reheartingthe example of one Richard Rowſe, 
that had poiſoneda man anda woman, and was therefore ſcal- 
ded to death. | 

Then he laid open to theJury the baſeneſs and cowardlineſs of 
Poiſoners,who attempt that ſecretly againſt which there is no 
means of preſeryation or defence for a mans lite, and how rare 
it was to hear of poyſoning in England, ſo deteftable it was to 
our Nation , but Tor {ince the Devill hath taught divers to bee 
cunnivg in it, ſo thatthey can poyſon in what diſtance of ſpace 
they pleaſe, by conſuming the Nativum Calidum, or Humidum 
Radicale in one moneth, two, or three, or more, as they liſt; 
which they four manner of wayes do execute. 1. Gu/tx.2.Hauſtu. 
3. Odore. 4. Contatiu. | 

He finiſhed his charge with ſerious exhortations to the Jury 
to doe juſtice in preſenting the truth, notwithſtanding the 
greatneſſe of any, f way upon their evidence ſhould appear to be 
guilty ofthe ſame offence , comforting both Judge and Jury 
with the Scripture, Pſal. 5. ver. ultimo : For thou Lord wilt bleſſe 
the righteous, with favour wilt thou compaſſe them as with a ſhield. 

The Charge being ended, the Jury confiſting of 14 perſons, 
did for the fpace of an hour depart from the Court into a pri- 
vate room,where they received their Evidence from Mr.Fanſhaw 
his Majeſties Coroner, and his Highnefle Councell, prepared and in- 
ſtruCted for that purpoſe, with the Examinations and Confeſ- 
fions, as well of the priſoner himſelf, as of divers other witneſ- 
ſes, before that vime taken,by the Lord chicf Juſtice of England, 
and others the Lords of his Majeſties Councell. 

In the mean time Mr. William Goare Sheriffe of London, was 
commanded to fetch his priſoner, remaining at his houſe,to be 
ready in Court for his arraignment. 

So a certain ſpace after, the Grand Fury returned to the Barre, 
and delivered in their Bill of Indi&ment , figned Billa Vera, 
whereupon the Priſoner was ſet up to the Barre, and the In- 
di&tment read by Mr. Fanfbawe, which contained in effe& as 
followeth,

"Hat Richard Weſtm, being about the age of 60 yeares,not ha» 

" ving thefear of Gvd before his-eyes, but inftigated and. ſe- 
duced by the Devill, deviſed and contrived, not only to bring 
upon the body of Sir Thomas Overbury Knight,great*fickneſſe and 
diſeaſes; but alſo to deprive him of his lite: and' to bring the 
ſame to paſſe 9 Maii 1613. 11 facobi, &c. at the Tower of Log+ 
don, in the Pariſh of Athallowes Barkin, did obtain, and get into - 
his hands certaii poyſon of green and yellow colour, called 
Reſalgar (knowing the ſame-to be deadly poiſon) and the ſame 
did malicioufly and feloniouſly mingle and compound in a 
kind of broath poured out into a certain diſh,8 the ſame broath 
ſo infeted and poyſoned, did give and deliver to the faid 
Sir Thomas Overbury, as wholeſome and good broath, to the in- 
tent therewith to kill and poyſon the aid Sir Thomas, which 
brought he took and did eat. 

Alſo the ſaid Weſton upon the 1 Fulii, 1 > gs received 
aforeſaid, did in like manner get another poyſon or poyſons 
compounded, called white Arſenick, (and 5 ana the ſameto 
be deadly poyſon ) did give unto the ſaid Sir Thomas Overbury, 
as good and wholſome to eat, whio took anddid eat. 

Alſo,that fon upon the fald 19 of Fuly following,did get 
another poiſon called Mercury -Sublimat, ( knowing the ſame to 
bee mortall poyſon )andputand mingled the ſame in Tarts and 
Fellies, and gave the ſameunto Sir Thomas Overbury, as good and 
wholeſome to eat, which: hee in like manner tooke- and did 


eat. 
Alſo the ſaid Veſten and another man'y, being an Apothecary, 
afterwards upon the 1 4 of September,telonioufly did get 'a poy- 
ſon called Mercury Sublimat(knowing the ſame to be deadly poy- 
ſon)and put the ſame into aglyſter mingled with the ſaid poy- 
ſon, andthe ſaid glyſter,the ſaid Apothecary for the reward of 
20.1. promifed unto him, did put-and miniſter ( as good and 
wholſome ) into the guts of the ſaid Sir Thomas, and that We- 
ſia was preſent andaidingto the faid Apothecary, in minificing 
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and intuſing.the ſaid glyſter; and.that immediately atter,as well 
thetaking of the ſaid poyſoned meats, and miniſtring the ſaid 
glyſter, the ſaid Sir Thomas did languiſh and fell into diſeaſes 
and diſtemper; and from the aforeſaid -times of taking and ea- 
ting the ſaid poyſoned meats, and miniſtring the faid glyſter 
hedied, and ſo-the Jury gave their verdi&, that Weſton in this 
manner, had killed, poyſoned, and murthe1ed the 1aid Sir Tho. 
againſt the Kings peace and dignity. 

Which Indi&ment being read, he was demanded if hee were 
guilty of the Felony, Murthering, and Poyſoning, as aforeſaid , yea 
orno, To which he an{wered,doubling his ſpeech, Lord have 
mercy upon me, Lord have mercy upon me , but being again de- 
amanded, he anſwered, N:t guilty, and being then :demanded 
bow he would be tryed, hee anſwered; hee referred himſelt to 
Gd, and would betrycd by G:d, refuting to put himſelte and 
his cauſe upon.the Jury or Countrey, according to the law 
or cuſtome. 

Hereupon the Lord Chiet Juſtice and all other in their order 
ſpent the ſpace of -an hour in perſwading him to put himſelte 
upon the tryall of the law, declaring unto him the danger and 
miſchiefhe ran into by reſiſting his ordinary courſe of tryall, 
being the means ordained by God for his deliverance, it he were 
innocent, and how by this means he ſhould make himſelfe the 
author of his owne Death, even as if he ſhonld with a knife or 
dagger kill or ſtab himſelfe, exhorting him very earneſtly, ei- 
ther with repentance to confeſle his fault, or elſe with humili- 
ty andduty to ſubmit himfſelfe to his ordinary tryall;whereun- 
to he ftubbornly anſwered, Welcome, by the grace of God, and hee 
referred himſelfe to God, and ſo when no perſwaſions could 
prevaile, the Lord chief Juſtice plainly delivered his opinion, 
that he was perſwaded that Weſton had been dealt withall by 
ſome great ones guilty of the ſame faft, as acceſſary, to ſtand 
mute, whereby they might eſcape their puniſhment, and there- 
fore he commanded ( for ſatisfaftion of the world ) that the 
Queens Atturney there preſent ſhould declare and ſet forth 
the whole evidence, without any fear or partiality,and yet not- 
withſtanding he once more uſed much perſwafion to the priſo- 


ner to conſider what deſtru&tion he brought upon bimſelfe by 
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his contempt,and declaring unto him,how his offence of con- 
exempt was, in refuling his tryall,and how the Laws of the Land 
had provideda ſharper & more ſevere puniſhment to ſuch offen« 
ders,then unto thoſe that were guilty of high treaſon,and ſo he 
repeated the form of judgment given againſt ſuch,the extremity 
andrigour thereof was exprefled in theſe words, Onere : frigore: 
&- fame : For the firſt he was to receive his puniſhment by the 
Law.,to be extended, and then to have weights laid upon him, 
no more then he wasable to bear, which wereby little and lit- 
tle to be increaſed. | 

For the ſecond, that hee was to bee-expoſed in an open 
place,neer to priſon, in the open aire being naked. 

And laſtly, that he was to bee preſerved with the courleft 
bread that could be got,and water out ofthe next ſinke or pud- 
dle to the place of execution,and'thatday hee had water, hce. 
ſhould have no bread, and that day he had bread he ſhould have 
no water; and in this torment hee was to linger as long as na-- 
turecould linger out , ſo that oftentimes they lived in that 
extremity eight or nine dayes; adding further , that as life lefc 
him, ſo 5 ar ſhoald find him, and therefore hee required: 
upon conſideration of theſe reaſons to adyice himſelte to plead 
to the Countrey, who notwithſtanding abſolutely refuſed. 

Hereupon the Lord Chief Fuſtice willed Sir Laurence Hide 
the Dueens Atturney,and there of Councell for the King;to mani- 
fc{t unto the audience the guiltyneſle of the ſaid Jeon , by his 
own confeffion, figned with his own hand, and if in the decla- 
ration thereof they may meet with any great perſons whatſoe- 
ver, as certainly there weregreat ones confederate in that faft, 
tice ſhould boldly and faithfully open whatſoever was neceffary 
and he could prove againſt themz whereupon Mr. Attorney began 
His accuſation. 

Firſt, hee charged the Countefſe of Symmerſet and the Earle to be 
principal! movers unto this anhappy concluſion; Mris. Turner 

to be ofthe confederacy, and the Pay-miſtris of the Potfoners 

rewards; In which 1 conld not but obſerve the Attrerney his 
boldnefſe in terming the Counteſſe a dead and rotten branch, 
which being lopt off; the noble tree,meaning that noble family, 
would proſper the better. | 

h Secondly, 
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Secondly, he proceeded to the cauſe, which he aftirmed to be 
the malice of the Connteſſe, and the ground of this malice hee 
alledped,. and by many Mducements he evidently aftirmed,that 
Sir Thomas Overbury had perſwaded him from that adulterate 
Marriage of the Counteſſe of Sommerſe;, then Counteſſe of Eſſex, and 
for this he al ledged as tolloweth. | 

Sir Thomas Overbury having divers times diſſwaded the Earle, 
then Viſcount Rocheſter, from ſeeking by any means to procure 
Marriage with the Counteſſe of Eſſex, to which he ſaw the Earle 

. too much inclined , baving very earneſt conference with the . 
Earle one night in private in the Gaftery at Fhitehall, concern- 
ing his intendment , perceiving the Earle too much at that 
time to delire that unlawtull communication, in the ardency of 
his tervent affe&tion unto the Earle, and great preſcicnce of the 
future miſery it would inevitably bring unto him (his 
well-beloved Lord and Friend ) uſed Speeches to this ef- 
tet. 

Well my Lord, If you dve marry that filthy baſe woman , you 

' will utterly ruine your honour and your ſelfe, you ſhall 'never doe it by 

mine advice or conſent , and if you doe; you had teſt looke to ſtand 


aſt. 
oY Lord replyed, bewitched with the love of the ſaid Coun- 
teſſe, moved with Sir Th»mas Overburyfor ſo {lighting her, an- 
ſwered, My own legs are ftreight and ſtrong enough to beare me up ; tut 
in faith I will beeven with you for this, and ſo parted from him in « 
great rage. : : 

This conference was overheard: by ſome in an adjoining 
roome, and their depoſitions for the truth thereof were read in 
Court. 

Although this conference moved the Earle to ſach-a ſudden 
choler, yet-it ſeemed Sir Thomas Overbury conceited it no 
otherwiſe then a ſudden extream diftemperature or paſſion, and 
not a finall conclafion of their boſome friendſhip as before, in 
which the Earle ſeemed as reciprocall; howſoeyer in his double. 
dealing, it ſeemed to be cleerly otherwife. ; 

For upon this the Earle moved the Kingto appoint Sir Thz. 
Overbury Embaſſador for Ryſſia,the King willing to preferre Sir 


Thomas Overburyas one whoſe worth and valour was yet uri- 
O3 known: 
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the which Sir Tho. was moſt wil 


known to his Majeſty ——— adjoined him that ſervice, 

ing to accept of, as a graci- 
ous aſpett ofthe King towards him, which willingneſſe of his 
was proved by the depoſition of two or.three ſeverall witneſſes 


re:d in Court,andby the Oath of Sir Dudly Diggs who volunta- 


rily at the arraignment in open Court upon his oath witneſſed, 
.how+Sir Tho.had imparted to him his readinefle co. be.employed 
.ofan Ambaſſage. | 

The Earl as well abuſing the Kings favours in moving to ſhew 


favour where he meant the party ſhould take no benefit, as bea- 


ring unhoneſt friendſhip in conference with Sir Thomas concer- 


-ning that imployment, perſwaded him to refuſe to, ſerve Am- 


baſlador,where ( quoth he) I ſhall not be able to pertorm ſuch 
kindnefle to your advantage, as having you with mee, and 
( quoth wy if you be blamed or committed for it, care not, 1 
will quickly free you fromall harm; Sir Thomas thus betrayed 
by a friend, refuſedto ſerve in that nature; where , upon juſt 
equity he was committed to.the Tower. 
Being thus committed, hee was preſently committed cloſe 
Priſoner, and a keeper he muſt have, and who muſt that bee, 
but this eſton, who was commended by the Counteſſe of Eſſex 
to Sir Thanas Monſon to be by him recon:mended over unto the 
Lieutenant of the Tower to be Keeper to Sir Thomas Overbury: 
Sir Thamas Monſon according to the Counteſſe requeſt, commended 
the ſaid Yeſton to Sir Fervas Telvis, whereupon the ſaid Liente- 
nant entertained the ſaid Weſton , and appointed him to keep 
Sir Thomas.Overbury. The ſaid Weſton upon his own confeſſion 
read in Court, figned with his marke, hadduring the time that 
ſhe was Counteſſe of Eſſex, been a procurer andpandor to the ſaid 
Earle then Viſcount Rocheſter, and the Counteſſe of Eſſex, for the 
conveying andefting of their adulterate deſires, which the 
did divers times conſummate, meeting in Mris. Turners houſe 
once between the houres of eleven and twelve,and at Hammer- 
ſmith, and at divers times elſewhere for that purpoſe, that now 
by the procuremene of the Counteſſe ( who hated Sir Thomas Over» 
bury,for being a good means to keep from contaminating them- 
ies with ſuch Iuftfull imbracements, and from the pur- 
poſed Marriage they mutually Jaboured to compalle ) bg 
| panaur 
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pendir was become his keeper, a fic Agent for Luſt and Mur- 
there 

Weſton now being become Sir Tho. Overburies —_ kept hin 
ſo cloſe, that he ſcarce had the comfort of the dayes bright- 
neſſe, neither ſuffered he any one to viſithim,Pether, Brother,his: 
beſt friends, his neareſt kindred were eftrangers to him from the 
beginning of his impriſonment unto the end. | 

Mris. Turner upon the firſt dayes keeping, promiſed to give 
himacontenting reward, if he would adminiſter ſuch things 
to Sir Thomas Overbury,. as ſhould be ſent unto him, thinking 
him a fit.inftrument to compaſſeblack murther that was ſo well 
acquainted with foul laſt; and ſo ( indeed ) they found him, 
for he agreed and did promiſe to adminiſter whatfoever ſhee 
would ſend him,Mris. Turner upon this murderous promile,the- 
very ſameday that Weſton became Sir Thomas Overbury his Kee- 
per, being 6 May, 1613. ſent unto him, the faid Weſton certaine 
yellow poyſon called Roſalgar in a Viall: 

Weſton having received that poyſox, the aforeſaid 6 of May at 
night, bringing Sir Thomas Overbury's ſupper in one hand , and 
the viall of poyſon in the other,meets with the Lieutenant, and 
asks him in theſe terms, Sir, ſhall Tgiveit him now ? "Upon this 
word Now, the Lord Chief: Juſtice demurs , to aggravate the 
maliciouſneſſe, affirming that this: particle Now. ſhewed a refo- 
lution to Poyſon him. - What ſhall you give him, replies the 
Lieutenant Weſton replies, As if you did not know Sir. The Lies: 
tenant blaming him, he carries the poyſon into an inner room, 
which Weſton the 9 of May did adminiſter to Sir Thimas Overbury 
in broath; this was proved both by Weſton and the Lieutenants 
Conteſſion. = 

Weſton having given this poyſon,which wrought very vehe- - 
mently with him by Vomits and extream Parging, he preſent- 
ly demands his reward of Mris. Turner , who replies, The man is * 
not yet dead, perfit your worke, and you ſhall have your hire, this was 
alfo conteſſed by Weſton under his marks. 

Sir Thomas Overbury by his cloſe impriſonment growing ſick; . 
and daily languiſhing, after three or "oh weeks ſpace(conlider= 
ing he had not got his freedome and releaſe, having not friends 
ſuffered to cone unto him but only ſuch as the Earle _ to 
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comfort him (of his owne followers ) writ to'the Earle to re. 
member his impriſonment, who reccived anſwer the time would 
not ſuffer , but ſo ſoon as poſſibly might be, he would baſten his delivery, 
(ſo indeed it teems he intended to doe) but not fo as Sir Tho- 
mas Overbury conceived, whoſe true affeftion would not ad- 
mit his Judgment to debate the ſtrangenefſe of his impriſon- 
ment, which he might well think the Erle might eaſily bave 
relieved. 

The 5 Fune Viſcount Rocheſter ſent a Letter to Sir Tho. Over- 
bury,in the Letter he ſent him a white powder, willing Sir Tho. 
to take it, it wil/( quoth he ) make you more ſick, but fear not, I 
will make this a means for your delivery, and for the recovery of your 
health.Sir Thomas Orerbury never dreaming of baſe treachery, bur 
conceiving it as a friendly policy , received the ſaid powder, 
which wrought upon him more vehemently ; whercupon his 
ficknefle grew more vehement or violent, and his _—_— 
ment increaſing, which white powder upon Weſtons confeſſion 
was poyſon. | | 

Sir Thomas Overbury his ſickneſſe increafing , and with it his 
wondering that he could not in two months ſpace be releaſed, 
after his phyfick taking he thus writes tothe Earle, lamenting 
his own eftate, for his faith being thus ſhaken with the Eaxrles 
unkindnefle gave way for his judgment 'to ſcan thoſe a&ions, 
rather like an underſtanding man then like a loving friend, 
: as appeareth by his Letter ſent to Viſcount Rocheſter , the 
effe&t' whereof was thus, as it is averred by the depoſi- 
tions of Sir Thomas Overbury his ſervants, who ſaw the Let- 
xeEr. 


Sir Thomas Overbary's Letter to the 
Viſcoumt Rocheſter. 


Sir, I wonder you have not yet found means. to effeft my delive- 
Ty, but I remember you faid , you would bee even with mee ( not 
ſuſpeCting, as it ſeemeth , any Poyſoning , but an unkind 
forgetfulneſſe of my Lord of Rochefter ) and ſo indeed you 
gre, but aſſure your ſelfe, my Lord, if you doe net releaſe _ 
ut 
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but ſuffer mee thus to die, my blood will bee required at your 


hands. | 
My Lord comforts him , and excuſes,that it cannot yet be 

compaſſed, Sir Tho. after the powder taken Janguiſheth deadly, 

and to comfort him ſome followers of my Lord of Rocheſters 


are fent to him daily, in the name of my Lord,by the appoint- 


ment and procurement too of the Lady of Eſſex ( as Weſton con- 
feſſed ) to viſit and comfort him, and to entreat him it hee deſi- 
redany meat, that he ſhould ſpeake, and it might bee better 
perhaps provided for him, then he ſhould have in the Tower, 
this was about three months after his impriſonment. 

He (as men fick deſire luſhious meats ) defired Tarts and Pn 
lies, which were provided by Mris. Turner, with the knowledg 
of the ſaid att and ſent unto him, of which he dideat, the 
which Tarts were poyſoned with Mercury ſublimat, not being ſo 
well colourcd as other Tartsare, and Weſton confeſſed that. hee 
was ſtraightly charged not to taſte thereof. 

Sir Thomas thus continuing languiſhing with the extremity 
of ſickneſſe, untill 6 September, when the aforeſaid Mris. Twr- 
ner did procure an Apothecaries boy for 20.1. to poyſon aglyſter, 
which was by the Boy and Weſton afterwards adminiſtred as 
good phyſick, upon the 7 of Oftober; after the receipt of the 
glyſter, hee fell into a great extremity of Vomiting, and 
4 ho purging , which lett him not, till it cauſed his ſoule 
ro mo is poyſoned body; this Yeſtor confeſſed and 

ned. 

Being thus dead, he was preſently and very unreverently bu- 
ryed in apitdigged ina very mean place; on his body thus ve- 
nomouſly infe&ed , appeared divers blanes and bliſters, where- 
upon they to take away as well his good name, as his life, did 
ſlaunderouſly report, that he died of the French-pox, but this 
report was cleared in Court,by the depoſitions of his ſervants, 
and other men of worth there read. 

Th:t before his impriſonment he had a clean and ſound bo- 
dy, only he hadan iſſue in his left arm,purpoſely made for the 
benefit of his nature,for the ayoyding of reume and ill humors, 
which with continuall fitting at his ſtudy hee had ſubmitted 
himſelf unto. S - 
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He further, obſerved the.conteflion of the Lieutenant to be, that 
ifany priſoner died there, his body to be viewed, and inquiſi- 
tion to be taken by the Coroner. . 

\ But Sir Thomas Overbury's friends and others, by no- meang 
might be ſatfered to ſee his body; andalthough.it was repor- 
ted thatthere was. an. inquilition. taken , yet. it. could by no 
means be found: TE; 

After - Mr. Attourney tiad endeed his ſpeecti, Mr. Warr alſo of 
Councell for the King, declared to the Court what familiarity 
hehad with Sir Thomac,. being both. of the Temple together, 
much commending his {ingular, honeſt and virtuous converſa- 
tion, aftirming thathe was addi&ed to no diſhone& aftions,and: 
from this he proceeded to urge. his-hard uſage. in the Tower, 
where he might have no compauy,but.the Apothecary, and the 
Walbone and repeating the ſending of.the Tarts and Jellies in my 
Lord of Somerſets name, hercnded his ſpeech with this ſaying, 
Peredt unus. ne pereant omnes, pereat peccans, ne pereat Repub. Then 
by the. commandement of the Court were.read by. Mr. Fanſhaw 
the.examinations otdivers witneſſes taken before my Lord Chief 
Juſtice,and others,which in etk& were as followeth. 


Laurence Davies (ervantto Sit Thomas Overbury exami- 
ned, 15: Ofober, before the. Lord Chief Tuſtice.. 


Hee faith that he had ſerved Sir Thomas Overbury eight or nine 
years; in all which time he was very healchfull, aud never kepr- 
his bed for any fickneſle, only he was ſometimes troubled with 
the ſpleen, for {eaſe whereof he had by the advice ofhis Phyſitian 
an iſhe made in his left armic,. bar befre his impriſonment, he 
hadno ſoares, bliſters,or other defets in all his body. 

Alfo he faith Sir Thomas. would have gone over upon the Ant 
baifage,but was diflwaded by Simmerſet,who promiſed to beare 
him out,be complained he needed nor to be priſoner if Sormer- 
ſet ms and that if hedied,, his blood. ſhould be requiredat 
his hands. 

That Sommerſet was as good2s his word; who told him at 
Newmarket, be would be even with Sir Thomas Overbury. 
| Henry: 
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Henry Paytos another ſervant of Sir Thomas Overbury, 
examined the 15 0Fober, 1651. 


 Heaftirmeth that Sir Thomas was ofa yery good conſtitution 
of body, that he uſed ſometimes to run,to play at toiles, and 
ſuch like, that he was ofa-moderate dyet, never had any ſores, 
faving the ſaid ifſne in his arm. | 

That Sir Thomas writ Lettersto Sommerſet, ſignifying , that 
he needed not to lie in priſon if Soymerſet wouldzand if he dicd, 
his blood ſhould be required at his hands. 

Alſothat Sir Thomasat one of the clock. at night, meeting 
Fommerſet in the Gallery at Whitehall, had ſpeeches with him tou- 
ching the Caunteſſe, whom he called baſe wanar, and told Som- 
m_ he would overthrow all the Kings favours and honours, 
and upon diſpleafare berween them at this conference, Sir Tho. 
Overbury defired Sommerſet that he might have his portion due, 


and he would ſhift for himſelte; whereunto Sunmerſet anſwered, - 


and my legs are ſtreight enough to carry me; and ſo flung away 
in anger; all which this Examinant heard, being ina chamber 
next to the Gallery. | ; We 

Sir Dudley Diggs being preſent in Court, and ſworne , de- 
clared viva vece, that he was ſent by a Privy Counſellour (a 
great man) to Sir Thomas Overbury to bring him to this 
great man, which he did; and coming back together over the 
water in a boat, Sir Thomas was much diſcontented, the reaſon 
whereof he ſaid was, that hee was perſwaded by the great 
man to withdraw hiniſelfe from the Court for ſome rea- 
ſons which he diſcloſed not , and Sir Dudley afterwards be- 
ing ſent by the Lords, to know the reſolution of Sir Thomas 
rouching the Ambaſſage , he found him to relie upon the Lord 
of Somerſet , ſaying,my precions Chief knows the Kings mind bet- 

erthen any, and the mind of my preciow Chief.

He affirmeth, that before Sir Thomas Overkury was in the 

Tower, he, this Examinant carryed three Letters to Sormner- 
fet, frem the Lady Eſſex, to Royſton, New-market, and Hampton 
Court , and hee delivered anſwer to Mris. Turner , and thar 
upon the Letter to Hampton Court, hee had anſwer onely 
by word of month that his Lordſhip would come, and that 
coming.back he met with the Counteſſe and Mris.

in ſo much as out at the windows; and eſton told hins: 
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Theſe Examinations being readandapplyed to the purpoſe, 
the Lord Chief Juftice ſaid, hee would diſcharge his duty firſt to 
God,in giving all glory;tfor the bringing to light of ſo horrible 
& wicked a fa&t; and next to the King, his great Maſter,who as in 
caſe of the like nature,as in the-caſe of Zanquer and Turner, ſo 
eſpecially in this,hath given ſtreight charge of juſt and due exa- 
mination to be had, without any manner of partizlity or fear in 
the world,to the intent, that as well the innocent might be freed, 
as the nocent and puilty ſeverely puniſhed. | 

And for this purpoſe his Majeſty hath 'with his owne hand 
written two ſheets of paper on both ſides, concerning juſtice tov 
be adminiſtred to all parties which were to be examined; which 
writing the Lord Chief Juftice ſhewed to the Lord Maior, and the 
reſt of the Commiſſioners; and then hee declared the Kings Juſtice, 
who, albeit the many favours and honours which his Majeſty 
had beſtowed on the Lord Sommerſet,and his neerneſſe to his per- 
ſon by reaſon ofhis office, yet he had committed him priſoner 
to the Dean of Weſtminſter his houſe,under the cuſtody of Sir 0- 
liver St. Juan,and alſo had committed his Lady; ſo having laſt of 
jy 6 OR 035 Gr of the Priſoner if hee would put himſclfe 
to be be tryed by the Country, which he refuſed. 

The Court was adjourned untill Monday following, at two 
'of the clock in the afternoon, 


The ſecond Arraignment of Richard WeFon, 


ON Monday the 23 of Ofteber, 1615. to which day the Court 
was adjourned by the ſaid, Conmiſſionere, after proclamation 
made, the fury of Life and Death called, the Priſoner Weſton was 
ſet to the Barre, and Mr. Fanſhaw Clerk of the Crown declared 
unto him, thathe had been formerly arraigned,and had pleaded

(faid ke) Imuſtneeds open the whole plot; and having firſt de- 

- dared the worth and honeſty of Sir-7ho- Overb. fhewed his fami- 
'liarity with Rocheſt.and how often he willed himto forbear the 
' company of the Lady Eſſex, - terming her a vile and baſe woman, 
'which ſtirred up the anger & malice of the Coumeſſe againſthim.

Keeper of Sir Thomas, which Weſton had been ſervant to Mriy. 
Turner, .and the only agent in conveighing Letters and Meſſages

have been to ſaveand keep , was :now appointed to kill and

For the firſt he obſerved the finger of-God in the manifeſtation 
and m—_— to light of this matter, having ſlept two years,be- 
ing ſhadowed with greatneſſe, which cannot overcome the cry of 
the people. 

He obſerved alſo the providence and goodneſſe of God, to .put in 
the hearts of himſelf,and the reſt of the Fudges,the day of his laſt 
arraignment,when the Priſoner ſtood mute, not to give Judge « 
ment againſt him for that time, bat defer it till now ; and how 
in the mean time it pleaſed his Majefiy out of his gracious care 
and pity, to ſend to the Priſoner;frſt, the Biſhop of London;next 
the Biſhop of Ely, to admoniſhand perſwade him for the ſavin 
ofhis ſoul, who after each of them had ſpent two hours _—_ 
him,it pleaſed God(when they had left him)to move his heart, 
ſo that now he did put himſelfe to be _ by the Countrey,by 


' which means{ufing Weſtons own words)he ſaid the great flyes ſhal 


not eſcape,but receive their puniſhment.For concluſion of his 
firſt point,he laſtly obſerved,Divinum quiddam in vulgi opinionefor 
that ſo many uncertain rumors touching this caſe,at laſt it pro» 
ved to be true. 

Secondly, hee declared, how for prevention of this damned 
crime of Poyſoning, Juſtice was the golden mean.and declared his

Sir Laurence Hide the Dueens Attorney opened the matter much

There was alſo ſhewed inCourt certaine piFures of a man and 
woman in copulation,made in lead,as alſo the mould of braſſe, where- 
in they were caſt, a black ſcarfealto full of white croſſes, which 
Mris. Turner had in her cuſtody, at the ſhewing of theſe and in« 
chanted papers and other pidures in Court, there was hearda cracke 
from the Scaffolds,which cauſed great fear, tumult, and confuſtor 
among the ſpefators, and throughout the hall, every one tea- 
. ring hurt, as ifthe devill had been preſent, and grown a yry to 
have kis workmanſhip ſhewed, by ſuch as were not his own tchc- 
lars,and this terror coming,about a quarter of an hour after ſi- 
lence proclaimed, the. reft of the cunning tricks werelikewiſe 
ſhewed. 

Dr. Formans Wife being Adminiſtratrix of her husband, found 
Letters in packets, by which'much was diſcovered,ſhe was in Court 
and depoſed that Mris. Turner came to her houſe immediately 
after her husbands death, and did demand certain pifures which 
were in her hushands ſtudy ; namely ,one pifture in wax very ſump- 
ruouſly apparelled in ſilkes, and ſattins , as alſo one other fitting 
in form of a naked woman, ſpreading and laying forth her haire ina . 
Looking-glaſſe,w*Þ Mris.Tur.did confidently affirm to be in a box, 
and that ſhe knew in what part or roome of te ſtudy they were. 

Mris. Forman further depoſeth, that Mris. Turner and her hus- - 
band would be ſometimes three or four hours lockedup in his 
ſtudy together; ſhe diddepoſe further”, that her hsband had a 
Ring wouldopen like a Watch.

Mris. Turner ſent Murgaret her Maid to Mris.Forman,and wiſhed 
that all ſuch Letters and papers as concerned the Earle of Som- 
merſet , or the Counteſſe of Eſſex, or any other great perſinages, 
ſhould be burned, telling her that the Comrcells Warrant ſhould 
come to ſearch the ſtudy,and that all!his goods might be ſeized; 
whereupon ſhee and her Maid Margaret, with the conſent. of 
Mris. Forman, burnt divers Letters and Papers , but yet ſhe kept 
ſome without their privity. 

There were alſo inchantments ſhewed in Court,written in parch-

In ſome of theſeparchments the Devills had particular names,who 
were conjured to torment the Lord Sommerſet,and Sir Arthur Man- 
waring,it their wes ſhould not continue;the ane to the Couneſſe, 
the other to Mris. Turner. 

Mris. Turner alſo confefſed;that Dr. Savories was uſed in ſuc- 
ceſſion after Forman, and praiſed many ſorceries upon the Earle 
of Eſſex his perſon. | | 

Mris. Turner being in a manner kept cloſe priſoner in one of the 
Sheriffs houſes in London , before ſhee was brought to the Barre, 
knew not that Weſton was executed, but by the proceedings, ha- 
ving underſtanding thereof,and hearing divers examinations read, 
it ſo much dejeCted her, that in a manner ſhe ſpake nothing for 


her ſelfe;alſo examinations and witneſſes viva voce that were produ- 


ced at Veftons arraignment &divers others,werenow read again, 
as the Examinations of one Edw. Pain, Fohn Wright, Robert Freeman, 

Symotts, Rawlins, Payte, and Williams, one of theſe examinations 
gave evidence,that one Franckiin being an Apothecary, and Drug- 
—_— the provider of all the p;yſans given to Sir Thomas Over- 

ry. | 
A Chirurgeon there depoſed: that he cured Franckjin of the 
| Pox 
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Pox,and that at ſeverall times hee demanded of this Chirurgeon, 
what was the ſtrongeſt poyſon,the Chirurgeon demanding ot him 
what he would doe with it, Fraxckiin replies, nothing but for 
his experience, and to try concluſions. 

Another Ex.mination- of one Mercer who had conference with 
the ſaid Franckyn, calling him Couſen, who demanded of this Ex- 
aminate what news,he anſwered,l hear ill news,I am ſorry, that 
my old Lord,and maſters fon is found inſufficient, and not able to 
content the Lady. 

Franckjin replies, I have a hand in that buſinefſe,I have a great 
friend of my Lady of Eſſex, ſhe allowes me two ſhillings and ſix 
pence aday for my boatehire,and ten ſhillingsa week for my yet, 
I could have any money I would; Mercer replies, But Couſen, how 
can God blefle you in this buſmeſſe; Franckl/in anſwers, Let them 
talke of God, that have to doe with him,my Lord of Sommerſet and the 
Counteſſe will bear me out in any thing 1 do,if you have any ſuit, 
wherein you may doe your ſelt any good , and I may gain by. 
it, I will warrant you I will get it. | 

Frances depoſeth that Franckſin marryed his Sifter,and that he 
thinketh in his conſcience ſhe waspoyſoned, and that upon ſome- 
diſcontent he heard him ſay ,he would be hanged for never a whore or 
quean of them all. | 

{The L. Chief Fuſt.made a Speech upon divers Examinatios there 
read, that the Earl of Sommerſet gave dire&ions,that of the power 
he ſent to Overbury that which ſhould be left ſhould be brought 
back again; his pretext was, that it ſhould make him{ick,which 
ſhould be the ground to make the King graunt his Liberty ( ſay- 
ing further) it wad doe Overbury geed,and he had Tartsand Jellies 
likewiſe ſent himby the Counteſſe with exprefle commandement 
that none muſt eat of them but Sir Thamas , ſaying , that they 
would doe him no harm. | 

At another time.the Counteſſe ſent Tarts, Tellies,and Wine, with 
direfions, that thoſe which had been formerly ſent, ſhould bee 
brought back again,and thoſe laft —_ ſhould be given him 
at ſupper, andthen all ſhould bee well; but directions given 
that neither the Lieutenant nor his Wife might eat of them, but 
they might drinke of the wine, for in the Tarts and Jellies there 
might be Letters, but.in the Fine there might be none,and _ 
Wards: 
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wards it was openly related,and proved by divers Witneſſes, that 
thoſe words Letters were private. tokens between the Counteſſe, 
and the Lieutenant and Weſton , -to give notice what things were 
poyſoned,and what not. | ; 

In the Examinations that was of Weſton, it was rel-ted that 

Mr. Fames told him;that the Earle his Maſter would pay him for 
. his pains about Sir Thomas Overbury. 

Then the Lord Chief Iuſtice gave in charge to-the Tury, con- 
cerning the Evidence they had formerly heard,& told them,that 
Feſton at his Examinations had confetled, that all hee had faid 
formerly was true. | 

He further related, what a great vexation and grief it was to 
the King,that Sonmerſe: onely by making uſe of his favour and 
love,ſo foul a fat was done;as firſt to be the occaſion to put Sir 
[Thomas Overburyto imployment for the Ambaſſageat Ruſſia, and 
ſecondly to make him refuſe the ſame, and to give right cauſe 
for his commitment : Thirdly, to bear him in hand that hee 
would work his /iberty, but ſtill aggravated and laboured the 
contrary,and gave dire&ions to the Lieutenant of the Tower to 
look ſurely to him,and to keep him cloſe priſoner , and:that he 
ſhould ſend to none of his friends,or they-to him, urging great 
matters againſt him. 

Sir Thomas Mnſon was often imployed to give direftions to 
the Lieutenant therein, which was a moſt barbarous courſe to bee ſo 
dealt withall , onely for a contempt, concluding that Overbury 
was a cloſe Priſoner to all his friends, by .open to all his enemies, 
ſuch as Sommerſet would have or ſend unto him. 

Then the LordChief Iyſtice told Mris. Turner, that the had the 
ſeven deadly fins, viz. A Whore, a Baud, a Sorcerer, a Witch, a Papiſt, 
a Felon, anda Murtherer , the Daughter of the Devill : Foreman 

wiſhing her to repent, and to become a ſervant of T-ſus Chriſt, and . 
to pray to himto caſt out ofher thoſe ſeven Devills. 

She deſired the Lord Chief Tyſtice to be good unto her, ſaying, 
ſhe was ever brought up with the Counteſſe of Sormerſet, and had 
been of a long time her ſervant and knew not that there was pot- 
ſon in any of thoſe things ſent to Sir Tho. Overbury. 

Thenth e Iury went forth and not Jong after returned finding 
her guilty, who being asked what ſhe could ſay for ſelfe, why 
Judgment 
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Judgment ſhould not be pronounced againſt her, ſhe only del 


red favour,but could not ſpeak any thing for weeping. 

Then Judge Crocke made another grave ſpeech, exhorting her 
to repentance, and to prepare her ſelfe ready for Death, and that 
the lictle time which ſhould be afſigned her to live, ' thee ſhoy1d 
not ſpend it either in hope or in imagination to get lite, for that 
hope was but a Witch; upon concluſion of which Speech , hee 
gave Judgment, and told her ſhe had a very honorable zryall, by 
ſuch men as hee had noe ſeen for one other ranke and quality, 
and ſo was delivered'to the Sheriff. 

Upon the Wedneſday following ſhe was brought from the She- 


riffs ina Coach to Newgate, and was there = into a Cart, and 


caſting money often among the people as ſhe went; ſhe was car- 
ryed to Tiburne, where ſhe was executed, and whither many men 
and women;of faſhion came in Coaches to ſee her die,to whom ſhe 
made a Speech, deliring them not to rejoice at her fall, but to 
take example by her;ſhe exhorted them to ſerve God,and abandn 
pride, and all other iins, relating her breeding with the Counteſſe 


- of Somerſet, having had no other meanes to maintain her and 


her children,but what came from the ſaid Counteſſe; and ſaid 
further, that when her hand was once in this buſineſſe ſhe knew 
the revealing of it would bee her overthrow; the which with 
other like ſpeeches,and great penitency there ſhewed', moyed the 
ſpe&ators to great pity,and great grief for her.

Iknow your Honours cannot behold this Noble Man, but 
you muſt remember the great favours which the Xing bath 
conferred on him, and muſt be ſenfible, chat he is yera mem- 
ber of your Body, and a Peer, as you are, ſo that you cannor 
cut him off from your Body, but with grief, and therefore 
you will expe& from us, that give inthe K3ngs Evidence;ſound 
and ſufficient matter of proof to ſatisfie your Honours Con- 
ſciences, 

As for the manner of the Evidence, the King our Maſter, 
who ( amongſt other his virtues, excelleth in that virtue of 
the Imperial Throne, which is Juſtice) hath given us com- 
mand, that we ſhould not expatiate nor make inveRives, but 
materially purſae the Evidence, as it conduceth to the point 
in queſtion. | | 
A matter, that (though we are glad of ſo good a Warrant) 
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et we ſhould have done of our ſelves: For farbe it from us 
b any ſtrains of Wit or Arts, to ſeek to play prizes, or to 
blazon our names in bloud, or to carry the day otherwiſe then 
upon; ſure grounds ; we ſhall carry the Lanthorn of Juſtice 
( which is the Evidence ) before your eyes upright, and ſo be 
able to ſave it from being put out with any grounds of evaſion 
or vain defence, not doubting at all, but that the Evidence it 
ſelf will carry that force, as it ſhall need no advantage or ag- 
Sravation. | 

Firſt, My Lords, The courſe that I'will hold in delivering 
of that which I ſhall ſay, (for I love order ) is this : | 

Firſt, I will ſpeak ſomewhat of the nature and greatneſs of 
the offence, which is now to. be tried, not to weigh down my 
Lord with the nan of it, bur rather contratiwiſe to ſhew, 
that a great. offence needs a good proof.

And laſtly, I will producethe proofs, either out of exami- 
nation, and matters of writing, or witneſſes via voce. 

For the offence it ſelf, Iris of crimes, next unto High T req- 
ſon the greateſt, iris the foulelt of Felowtes : Tr hath three de- 
grees, Firſt, It is morrher pond Secondly, It is 
murther committed upon the Kize3' Priſoner in the Tower. 
Thirdly, 1 might fay, that ir is,murther under the colour of 
friendſhip, bur that it is a circumſtance moral, and therefore I 
lexverbarco the Evidenceic ſelf. | 
-- For Marther, my: Lords, che' firſt record of Juſtice which 
was in the world, was judgement upon a Murtherer, inthe 
perfon of Adem: firſt-born Cain, and though it was not pu- 
niſhed by death, but baniſhment, and marks of ignominy, in 
reſpectof the Primogenitors, or the population of the world, 
yetthere was a fevere charge given, that it ſhould norgo un-

Soit appeareth likewiſe in Scripture, that the murther of 
tbner by Foab, though it were by David reſpited in reſpe of 
| great 
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orear ſervices paſt, or reaſon of State, yet it was not forgocten. 
But of this I will ſay no more, becauſe I will not diſcourſe, it 
was everadmitted and ranked in Gods own T abies, that amwr- 
ther is of offences between man and man, nexc unto High 
Treaſon, and diſobedience to Authority, which ſometimes have 
been referred to the firſt Table, becauſe of the Lieutenancy of 
God in Princes, the greateſt. 

For impoyſonment, I am ſorry it ſhould be heard of in our 
Kingdom; it is not no#ri gener#s,nec ſanguins peccatamn ; it isan 
Italian Comfit For the Court of Rowe, where that perſon that 
intoxicaterh the Kings of the earth, is many times really intox- 
icated and poyſoned himſelf. But it hath three circumſtances, 
which makes it grievous, beyond other matcers. 

The firſt, is, That it takes a man away in full peace, in Gods 
and the Kings peace, that thinks no harm, bur is comforting 
of nature with refeRion and food, ſo that as the Scripture ſaith, 
his T able 15 made a ſnare. 

The ſecond is, That it is eaſily committed, and eaſily con- 
cealed, and on the other fide hardly prevented,and hardly diſ- 
covered : For murther by violence Princes have Guatds, and 
private men have houſes, attendants and arms, neither can 
fuch marther be committed, but cxm ſonirn, with ſome overt 
and apparent as, that may diſcover and trace the offenders ; 
but for poyſon, the cup ir ſelf of Prixces will ſcarce ſerve inre- 
#nrd-of many poy/ons that neither diſcolour nor diſtaſte; it 
comes upon a man when he iscarelefs, and without ſuſpicion, 
and every day a man is within the gares of death. 

And the laſt is, becauſeit concerneth not only the deſtructi- 
on of the maliced man, but of every man, quzmvas rntus erit? 
For many times the poy/0»: is prepared for one, and is taken by 
another, ſo that mendie other mens deaths, Concidit 3nfelix 
alieno vulnere, and it isas the Pſ/almift calleth it, Sagitta no&r 
volans, The arrow that flieth by night, that hath noaim nor 
certainty. And therefore if any man ſhall ſay to himſelf, Here 
is preat talk of impoyſonment, but I am ſure Iam ſafe, for 1 
haveno eneries, neirher have I any thing another man ſhould 
long for; Why? that is all one, he may ſic next bim at the 
table, that is meant to be impoyſoned, and pledge him of his 
Cup: As we may ſee in the example of 21 H.8. that —_ 
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the purpoſe was to poyſon one man, there was poyſon put in. 
to barn or yeaſt, and with that barn, portage or grewel was 
made, whereby ſixteen of the Bi/bop of Rocheſters ſervants were 
poyſoned ; nay,it went intothe Alms-basket likewiſe, and the 
poor at the gate were poyſoned. And therefore with great 
judgement did the Statute made that year touching this acci- 
dent, make impoyſonment High Treaſon, becauſe it tends to 
the diſſolving of Loan ſociety, for whatſoever offence doth 

ſo, is inthe nature thereof High Treaſon. 


Now for the third degree of this particular offence, which is, 


that it.is committed upon the Kings Priſoner, who was out of 
his own defence, and meerly in the K:»g-s protetion, and for 
whom the Xing and the Stare were a kinde of reſpondent ; it 
is a thing that aggravates the fault much, for certainly ( my 
Lord of Somerſet ) let me tell you this, that S* Thomas Over- 
bury is the firſt man that was murthered in the Tower of Low- 
don, fave the murther of the two young Princes, by the appoint- 
Mear of Richard the third. 

Thus much of the offence, now to the proofs. 

For the matter of proofs, you may conſider that impoyſon- 
ment, of all offences is moſt ſecret, even ſo ſecret, that if in all 
caſes of impoyſonment, you ſhould: require teſtimony, you 
ſhould as good preclaim impunity. 

Who could have impeached Livza by teſtimony, forthe poy- 
ſoning of the Figs upon the tree; which her husband was wont 
to gather with his own hands ? Who could have impeached 
Paraſetu-for the poyſoning of the one ſide of the knife ſhe 
carried with her, and keeping the other ſide clean, ſochat her 
ſelf did eat of the ſame piece of meat thatthey did, whom ſhe 
did impoyſon ? : 

Theſe caſes are infinite, and need not to be ſpoken of the ſe- 
wy of impoyſonment:. but wiſe men-muſt take-upon them in 
theſe ſecret caſes, So/omens ſpirit, thac when there-could be no 
witneſſes, colle&ted:the a by the affeion: but yet we are 
not at our cauſe,for that which your Lord/bips are-to try, is-not 
the at of .impoyſonment, for that is done to your hands ;; all 
the world by Law is concluded to ſay, that Overbury was poy- 
foned by Weſton, but the queſtion before you is, of the-pro- 
curement only, and as the Law. termeth it; as acceſlary hſoes 
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the fat, which abberting is no more, but to do or uſe any at 
or means which may aid, or conduce to the impoyſonment, 

So that it is notthe buying, northe making of the poyſon, 
nor the preparing, nor confeQing, nor commixting of it, nor 
the giving or ſending, or laying of the poyſon, that are the on- 
ty afsthat do amount unto the abberment ; butif there be any 
other a& or means done, or uſed, to give opportunity of im- 
poyſonment, or to facilitate the execution of it, or to ſtop or 
divert any impediments that might binder ir,and that it be with 
an intention to accompliſh and atchieve the impoyſonment; all 
theſe are abbetments and acceſſaries before the fat. As for ex- 
ample, if there be a conſpiracy to murther a man, as he jour- 
nieth on the way by invitation, or by colour of ſome buſineſs, 
and another taketh upon: him to diflwade ſome friend of his 
company,that he is not ſtrong enough to make his defence ; and 
another hath a part co hold him in talk till che firſt blow be gi- 
yen; all theſe, my Loras, without ſcruple are acceſſariesto the 
murther,although none of them give the blow,nor aſſiſt to give 
the blow. 

My Lords, He is not the Hunter alone, that lers ſlip the dog 
ypon the Neer, but he that lodgeth him,and hunts him our, or 
ſets a train or trap for him, that he cannot eſcape,or the like. But 
this,my Lords,little needeth in this caſe, for ſuch a chain of acs 
of impoyſonments as this, I think, was never heard nor ſeen: 
And thus much of the nature of the proofs. 

To deſcend to the proofs themſelves, I ſhall keep this courſe; 

Firſt, I will make a narration of the faR ir ſelf. 

Secondly, I will break and diſtribute the proofs,as they con-- 
cern the Priſoner. And 

Thirdly, According to the diſtribution,I will produce them, 
and reade them, to uſe them. So that there is nothing-thar F 
ſhall ſay, but your Lordſhips ſhall have three thoughts or co--

Firſt therefore, S* Thomas Overbary for a time wasknown 
td have great intereſt and ſtraic friendſhip with my Lord of So 
mer{et, both in his meaner forcunes, and after, in ſo muth that 
he was a kinde of Oracle of diretion unto him, and-iF you 
will believe his 6wn vaunt, (being indeed of an inſolent ard 
Thrafonical diſpoſition) he took-upon. him thar the fortunes! 
reputation and underſtanding of this Genr/eman ( whois well 


- known to have anable ceacher ) proceeded from his compa 


and counſel, and this friendſhip reſted not only'inconverfats 
on, and buſineſs at Court, but likewiſe in communication of 
ſecrets of Stare, for tny Lordof Somerſer exerciſing at that tine 
by his MajeFier (ſpecial fayour and truſt, the Office of Serre- 
tary , did not forbear to acquaint Overbary with the Kings 
Packets and Diſpatches from all parts of Spain, Francr,and the 
Low Comnmtries ; and this not by glimpſes, or now and then 
rounding inthe ear for a favour, but in a ſetled manner, Pack- 
ets were ſent, ſometimes opened by tny Lord ſometimes unbro- 
kenunto Overbury, who peruſed them, copied them, regiſtred 
them, made table-talk of thein, as they thought good, So 1 will 
undertake the time was, when ;Overbary knew tyore of the $e- 
crets of State,then the Comuncel T able did; may,they were grown 
to ſuch inwardneſs,as they made a play of all the world beſides 
themſelves, ſo as they had Cyphersand Fwrgons for the Kin

before Overbury bis impriſonment in the Tower, that the Earl 
of Somer/ct fell inta an gnlawfull love towards that unfortu.

And certainly, my Z5r4s, howſoever the tragical miſery of 


this poor Gentleman,Overbs:3,might ſomewhar oblicerate his 


faults, yer becauſe we are notupon point of civility, but co diſ- 
cover the face of Truth, hefore the face of Juſtice, for thatit is 
material to the true underſtanding of the ſtate of this Cauſe, 
Dverbary was naught. and corrupt; the ballads muſt be mended 
for that point. 

- But to proceed, When Querbury ſaw that he was like to be. 
poſſefſor-of my Lords Grace, which, he bad poſſeſſed ſo long, 
and by whoſe greatneſs he had promiſed himſelf rodo wonders, 
and being a man of an unbounded and impudent ſpirit, he be- 
2an not only to: diſſwade, but to deterre him from the love of 
that Lady, and finding him fixed, thought to finde a ſtrong re- 
medy, andſy that he had my Lords head under his gir- 
dle, in of communication of Secrets of Srate, as hecals 
them himſelf Secrets of Natwre, and therefore dealt violencly 
with him,co make him deGſt with menaces of diſcovery,and he 
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like: Hereupon grew two ſtreams of hatred\upon Overbry, 
the one from the Lady, in reſped that he croſſed her love, and 
abuſed her name, ( which are furies in women ) the'other of 
a more deep nature,from my Lerdof Semerſer himſelf, who was 
afraid\ of Overberies nature, and if he did break from him and 
fly out, he would winde into him and trouble his whole for- 
tunes; I might adde a third ſtream of the Ear! of Northampton; 
ambition, who deſires to be firſt in favour with my Lord of Se. 
merſet, and knowing Overburies malice to himſelf, and to his 
bouſe,thought that man mnſt be removed and cut off,o as cer- 
tainly it was reſolved, and decreed, that Overbury muſt die, 
That was too weak, and they were ſo far from giving way to 
it,as they croſſed it ; there reſted but two waies of quarrel, af 
fault and poyfon. Forthat of aſſault, after ſome propoſition and 
attempt, they paſſed from ir, as a thing too open and ſubjearo 
more variety of ſhame'; that of poyſon likewiſe was an hazar- 


.dous thing, and ſubje& to many preventions and caution, eſps- 


cially to ſuch a working and jealous brain as Overbsry had, ex- 


cept he was firſt faſt in their hands : therefore the way was ficſt 


to get him into a trap, and lay him up, and then they conld nor 
miſs the mark: and therefore in execution of this plot, it was 
concluded, that he ſhould be deſigned to ſome Honourable im- 
ployment in forreign parts, and ſhould underhand by my Lord 
of Somerſet be encouraged to refuſe it ; and ſo upon contempt 
he ſhould be laid Priſoner in the Tower, and then they chought 
he ſhould becloſe enongh, and death ſhould be his bail : yer 
were they not attheirend, for they conſidered, that if there were 
not a fit Liextenant of the Tower for their —_ and likewiſe 
a fit Underkeeper of Overbry : Firſt, they ſhould meer with 
many impediments in the giving and exhibiting of the poyſon, 


Secondly, they ſhould be expoſed to note and obſervation,rhar 


might diſcover them : And thirdly, Overbury in the meantime 
mightwrite clamorous and furious Letrersto his friends,and fo 
all might be diſappointed. And therefore the next link of the 
chain was to diſplace the then Liewtenawt Wade,” 'and to place 
Telv4, a principal Abbettor in the impoyſonment; to” diſplace 
Cary that was Underkeeper in Fades time,and to place Weſton, 
thatwasthe Afor in the impoyſonment. ' And this was done in 
ſuch a while,that it may appear to be done as it werein a breath. 
Then 
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Then when they had this poor Gentleman in the Tower cloſe 

riſoner,where he could not eſcape,nor ſtir,where he could not 

feed, but by their hands, where he could not ſpeak or write, but 
through their trunks, then was the time to aR the laſt day of 
his Tragedy. 

Then muſt Frank/in, the Purveyour of the poyſon, procure 
five, ſix, ſeven ſeveral Poyſons,to be ſure to hit his complexion: 
Then muſt Miſtre(sT #r»er the lay-Miſtreſs of thePoyſons adviſe 
what works at preſent, and what at diſtance : Then muſt Feſtor 
be the tormentor,and chaſe him with poyſon after poyſon, poy- 
ſonin ſalt meats,poyſon in ſweet meats, poyſon in kb and 
yomits,untill at laſt his body was almoſt come by uſe of poyſons, 
tothe ſtate of Mirhredares body by the uſe of Treacle, and Pre- 
ſervatives,that the force ofthe poyſons was blunted upon him; 
ſton confeſſing, when he was chid for not diſpatching him, 
chat he had given him enough to poyſon twenty men. 

And laſtly, Becauſe all this asked cime, courſes were taken by 
Somerſer,both to divertall the true means of Overbaries delive- 

ry, and to entercain him with continual Letters, partly with. 
hopes and proteſtations for his delivery, and partly wich other 
fables and negotiations, ſomewhat like ſome kinde of perſons 
which keep ina tale of fortune-telling, when they have a felo- 
nious intent to pick their pockets and purſes. And this is the 
true Narration of this a, which I have ſummarily recited. 

- Now fortte diſtribution of the Proofs, there are four heads

patch, when you thought it lingered. Its 

And laſtly, That:you did all chings afterthe impoyſonmenr 
which may deteQ a guilty conſcience for the ſmorherinp of ir, 
and the avoiding of puniſhment for ir, which can he but of 
three kindes. | 

That you ſuppreſſedas much as in you was,teſtimony; that 
you did deface,deſtroy, clip and miſdate all writings thar-mighr 
give lights to the, impoyſonment; and you did fly tothe Altar 
of guiltineſs, which is, a Pardon of murther, and a Pardon for 
your ſelf, and not for your ſelf.
